MOTION 


The Tenant Protections Act of 2019, which established statewide rent control, was 
signed into law by Governor Newsom in October 2019 with an effective date of January 
1, 2020. The legislation made it illegal for residential landlords to raise rent more than 5 
percent, plus the local rate of inflation, in one year. However, the gap between the 
signing of the bill and effective date meant that in that three month period landlords 
could raise rents significantly. 

In October 2019, immediately following the signing, City Council approved Motion 
Martinez-Koretz-Krekorian establishing the Emergency Renters Relief Program. The 
program was created to assist renters facing exorbitant rent increases before the 
Tenant Protections Act of 2019 took effect on January 1,2020 by providing a temporary 
rent subsidy to renters. The subsidy was available to tenants and families with incomes 
at or below 80% of Area Median Income (AMI) and was a grant paid directly to the 
tenants for up to three months’ rent payments through December 31,2019. In the three 
months the program was operational, the City was able to save approximately 40 
families from homelessness. 


The current COVID-19 global pandemic is not only a health crisis but for many families 
living paycheck to paycheck, it is an economic crisis as well. The City Council took 
action last week to establish an eviction moratorium and to provide tenants with up to 12 
months after the emergency declaration to pay back owed rent. 

Fifty-eight percent of renters are rent-burdened, paying over 30% of their income for 
rent, while about one-third are severely rent-burdened, paying over 50% of their income 
for rent. Since this pandemic began, many workers in Los Angeles have been laid off or 
had their hours significantly reduced. Since March 13, California has seen over 1 million 
unemployment claims. These families, who were already rent-burdened, will have 
difficulty paying rent after this crisis is over. 

This City Council has previously stepped up to establish an Emergency Renter’s Relief 
Program. That program provided residents with the assistance they needed until the 
statewide rent control bill took effect in January 1,2020. The City Council should 
reestablish that fund as the COVID-19 Emergency Renter’s Relief Program to assist 
residents and families in the City of Los Angeles with repayment of rent. Prior to this 
global health pandemic, the City had a homelessness crisis that it was grappling with. 
While it may have seemed unimaginable that that crisis could get worse overnight, this 
pandemic has the potential to result in thousands of families becoming homeless in the 
aftermath of the pandemic. The establishment of the COVID-19 Emergency Renter’s 
Relief Program will help prevent homelessness after the pandemic. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council instruct the Housing and Community 
Investment Department to establish the COVID-19 Emergency Renters Relief Program 
/COVID-19 ERRP) similar to the former Emergency Renters Relief program established 
'to assist renters facing financial difficulties with rent subsidies as a program component 
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of the City’s Eviction Defense Program; report on sources of funds to supplement the 
CD 6 and CD 10 AB 1290 funds and how program funds will be distributed; and prepare 
key amendments to the City’s Eviction Defense Program, as necessary, in response to 
COVID-19 emergency orders. 

I FURTHER MOVE that $1 million in the AB 1290 Fund No. 53 P, Account No 281206 
(CD 6 Redevelopment Projects - Services) be transferred/approprrated to the Housing 
Community & Investment Department for the newly established - COVID-19 
Emergency Renters Relief Program - (account numbers to be determined) to provide 
assistance to tenants facing economic hardship. 

I FURTHER MOVE that $150,000 in the AB1290 Fund No. 53P, Account No. 281210 
(CD 10 Redevelopment Projects - Services) be transferred/appropriated to the Housing 
Community & Investment Department for the newly established - COVID-19 
Emergency Renters Relief Program - (account numbers to be determined) to provide 
assistance to tenants facing economic hardship. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the HCID, with the assistance of the City Clerk, be authorized 
to prepare the necessary Controller instructions, identify the appropriate fund and 
account numbers, and make any corrections, clarifications or revisions to the above 
instructions, including any corrections and changes to fund or account numbers to 
effectuate the intent of this motion; said corrections/clarifications and may be made 
orally, electronically or by any other means

Housing stability has long been a concern for many of the City’s residents. Economic 
uncertainty during the COV1D-19 crisis now has people concerned about even the most basic 
necessities. For many, fears have been exacerbated by the devastating loss of jobs and income. 
Federal, State and local officials have responded with a number of emergency measures to ensure 
that renters impacted by COVID-19 are afforded protections during these uncertain times. While 
these housing measures are in place to assist those in need, they are unprecedented and will require 
that the City facilitate information-sharing to ensure that they are implemented as intended. 

New policies at various levels of government have left tenants and landlords with a myriad 
of new rules to sort through, understand, and implement in a very short time frame, as rent and 
mortgage payments are coming due. The federal government has issued protections associated 
with specified mortgages and the State has facilitated certain protections to limit evictions and 
foreclosures. Further, the City’s recent ordinance (Ordinance 186585, C.F. 20-0147-sl9) affords 
renters the opportunity to repay past due rent over a 12 month period following the local emergency 
period, among other protections, subject to certain requirements. The City should ensure that 
renters and owners are aware of the emergency provisions that have been enacted and are 
applicable to residential units in die City. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council instruct the Housing and Community Investment 
Department (HCID), with assistance of the Chief Legislative Analyst and other appropriate 
departments, to notify by mail all residential rental property owners and tenants in HClD’s 
database of their housing rights and responsibilities during the COVID-19 local emergency period.

On March 19th the Mayor issued a “Safer at Home” emergency order temporarily closing non- 
essential commercial businesses in response to COVID-19 and called on residents of the City of 
Los Angeles to stay in their homes and limit all activity beyond what is necessary for essential 
tasks. While this order is necessary to protect public health it has created significant economic 
hardship for Angelenos. 

In order to help mitigate these impacts, the Mayor implemented a temporary moratorium on 
evictions for non-payment of residential and commercial rents for tenants who have been 
impacted by the virus. In addition, he enacted a freeze on rent increases in rent stabilized units, 
asked the Department of Water and Power to put a halt to disconnections and late fees, and 
asked the Department of Transportation to relax street sweeping parking enforcement 

To further protect Angelenos who have lost their jobs and had their businesses closed, the City 
should call out debt collection agencies as “non-essential businesses” and impose a moratorium 
on debt collections for the duration of the emergency order. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Mayor be requested to amend his “Safer at Home" emergency 
order to specifically declare collection agencies and credit agencies as "non-essential” 
businesses during the emergency, and further to impose a moratorium during this time on all 
debt collection efforts.

The Seventh Council District (CD 7) has received a request to donate one 2006 Ford Focus Station Wagon and 
one 2004 Ford Ranger Pick-up to the North Valley Caring Services, a 501(c)(3) tax-exempt non-profit 
organization that seeks to empower their community by building a vision of their community’s future and 
actively engaging in solving local issues through a wide array of programs that improve quality of life and allow 
residents to give back to their community. 


Section 22.547 of the Los Angeles Administrative Code provides that upon Council approval, surplus City 
equipment may be sold for less than market value to a non-profit organization located in the City of Los 
Angeles, which has been established exclusively to further the services provided by tire City and its 
departments. North Valley Caring Services is located at 14453 Rayen Street in the City of Los Angeles. The 
donation of two trucks will allow North Valley Caring Services to further their humanitarian purposes and 
benefit residents of the City of Los Angeles by enabling them to make food delivery services to seniors 
homebound due to COVID-19 and homeless families living in temporary motels. The trucks would also be used 
to support other programs including safe parking, hot breakfast & shower facilities, and a food pantry. 
Providing these services advances North Valley Caring Service’s mission of engaging the community to solve 
local issues and improve quality of life. The total fair market value of the trucks is $7,115 ($2,833 for the 2006 
Ford Focus Station Wagon and $4,282 for the 2004 Ford Ranger Pick-up), which will be foregone revenue 
should it be donated. 


I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council: 


1. Find that North Valley Caring Services is eligible to purchase one 2006 Ford Focus Station Wagon 
(VIN# 1FAFP36N96W117971) and one 2004 Ford Ranger Pick-up (VIN# 1FTYR10DX4PB31516) at 
below market value ($2.00) accordance with LAAC Sec. 22.547 (Donation of Surplus City Equipment), 
as the recipient is a non-profit organization that has been established exclusively to further the services 
provided by the City; and 

2. Request the City Attorney to prepare a contract to effectuate the sale and transfer of the above identified 
surplus equipment at below market value to North Valley Caring Services, as expeditiously as possible;

Instruct the City Clerk to inform North Valley Caring Sendees [Manny Flores, Executive Director, (818) 
891-0481 ext 24, 15453 Rayen Street, North Hills, California 9013431 that the surplus equipment must 
be claimed within 60 days from the date of Council approval of the request after which time it will 
revert to the City’s surplus equipment pool for disposal by the Department of General Services. 
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On November 6, 2018, LA County voters approved Measure W for the Los Angeles Region’s 
Public Health and Safe, Clean Water (SCW) Program, a special parcel tax to fund projects and 
programs to increase stormwater capture, reduce stormwater and urban runoff pollution, 
increase local water supply and improve water quality. It is estimated the City will receive 
approximately $90 million annually: $40 million as a local return from the Municipal Program 
and up to $50 million from the competitive Regional Program. 


While the passage of Measure W will provide a sustainable source of funding for many of the 
City’s stormwater projects and activities, funding will not be received until later in 2020 and an 
alternative front-funding source and an additional appropriation for LA Sanitation and 
Environment (LASAN) contracts are needed to develop feasibility reports. The preparation of 
project feasibility studies is needed to apply and compete with other municipalities in LA County 
for Regional Program funding to maximize revenue returns to the City. 

In addition, there is a Community Development Block Grant for $870,000 approved for the 
Sepulveda Median Project in Council District 6. However, this is a reimbursement grant and 
LASAN has no front-funding source to begin construction. 


LASAN proposes a loan in an amount up to $1,000,000 to the Stormwater Pollution Abatement 
Fund (SPAF) from another of LASAN’s special funds, the Sewer Operations and Maintenance 
Fund within the Sewer Construction and Maintenance Fund (SCMO), to be repaid with interest. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council, subject to the approval of the Mayor, authorize the 
Controller, upon instructions from the Director of LASAN, to transfer cash and 
create/increase/decrease appropriations as follows:

The Council District AB 1290 Fund provides funding for redevelopment and 
community services in various Council Districts. 

The Board of Public Works (Office of Community Beautification) is coordinating 
renovations at Aliso Pico Park’s outdoor and indoor facilities within Council District 14 
and in coordination with Gang Alternative Program (GAP) and Proyecto Pastoral. 
Renovations will include the following: 


• Painting Community Multi-Purpose Room ($30,000) 

• Installing new security cameras and an alarm system ($12,000) 

• Upgrading and Replacing bleachers adjacent to the baseball field 

($12,000) 

• Installation of new Fencing at pedestrian access points and parking 
lot ($15,000) 

• Tennis /Basketball Courts turf refurbishment and painting ($20,000) 

• 10% Construction contingency ($9,000) 


This effort is of special benefit for the residents of the City and for Council District 
14 and deserves financial assistance from the City. These improvements will improve 
the recreational infrastructure at this public housing facility in Council District 14. 

Sufficient Funds are available in the CD-14 portion of the Council District AB 
1290 Fund for this purpose.

On March 25 th, Governor Newsom announced a mortgage payment relief package with support from 
Citigroup, JPMorgan Chase, U.S. Bank, Wells Fargo, and nearly 200 state-chartered banks, credit unions, 
and servicers. The package includes a 90-day grace period for mortgage payments, no negative credit 
impacts for taking advantage of forbearance, a moratorium on foreclosure sales, and relief from mortgage 
related fees. At least 23 different financial institutions across the country have voluntarily publicized support 
available to residential mortgage holders, including deferred mortgage payments, waived late fees, 
suspended foreclosure actions, and stayed negative reporting to credit agencies. 

Not all rental properties in Los Angeles are eligible for these programs, and none of these programs include a 
measure to cancel or suspend the rent obligations of the tenants living in those rental properties that receive 
mortgage relief. Before this pandemic, 58% percent of renters in Los Angeles were rent-burdened, paying 
over 30% of their income for rent, while about one-third were severely rent-burdened, paying over 50% of 
their income for rent. Since this crisis began, tens of thousands of renters across Los Angeles are currently 
unable to pay rent, and will continue to be unable to pay after the eviction moratorium ends. 

Over 60% of City residents are renters. Mortgage relief without an accompanying rent payment relief 
program would continue to jeopardize the housing stability of the majority of City residents. In order to 

protect both property owners and renters, there must be a comprehensive program of mortgage and rent relief 
together. 

While the City continues to pressure State and Federal governments to work with financial institutions to 
adopt and modify mortgage relief programs to include rent cancellation, we should ensure that financial 
institutions with which we do business are contributing to the overall financial health of the City and are 
upholding the priorities of the City Council in protecting City property owners and tenants from foreclosure 
and evictions. 

The City’s Responsible Banking Ordinance (Ordinance No. 182138) already establishes certain standards for 
financial institutions that seek City banking business, ensuring that the City's deposits and portfolio are 
invested in financial institutions that, in turn, reinvest in and benefit Los Angeles residents. In a similar 
manner, now facing an unimaginable public health crisis that will be made worse by foreclosure and 
evictions, the City can exercise its discretion as a customer of banking services to prioritize doing business 
with those institutions that offer mortgage relief paired with rent relief to rental properties in the city, in a 
manner consistent with federal, state, and local laws. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Chief Legislative Analyst, in consultation with City Attorney, Office of 
Finance and City Administrative Officer, report back on potential amendments to the Responsible Banking 
Ordinance to ensure that the City, consistent with current law and reporting requirements, is doing business 
with financial institutions that are providing maximum protections to property owners and renters during the 
COVID-19 emergency, including but not limited to: 

• Requiring financial institutions already providing or seeking City banking business to disclose, 
within 30 days, the institution’s policies and programs to provide relief to its customers and 
borrowers who may be suffering from the economic impacts of the COVID-19 emergency and any 
specific relief programs it has offered to holders of mortgages on rental properties. 

• Requiring financial institutions already providing or seeking City banking business to disclose every

I FURTHER MOVE that the Chief Legislative Analyst, in consultation with City Attorney, Office of 
Finance and City Administrative Officer, report bank on other possible actions within the City’s authority to 
require or incentivize rent suspension, including mortgage relief conditioned on rent suspension for rental 
properties during and in the aftermath of the COVID-19 emergency.

The City of Los Angeles’ ninety-nine Neighborhood Councils are an integral part of the City’s government. 
They advocate for their communities on important issues like development, homelessness, and emergency 
preparedness. We must empower them to continue their work where possible during the COVID-19 Pandemic 
and ensure they are able to fully provide their much-needed services to their constituents once the State of 
Emergency is over. 

On March 14, 2020, the Department of Neighborhood Empowerment announced that all Neighborhood 
Council board, committee, alliance, and liaison meetings are currently suspended in keeping with the social 
distancing guidelines set by the City and State. Neighborhood Councils have, therefore, not been able to 
conduct business and have had to cancel or postpone many of the activities relied-upon by their constituents. 

In order to ensure they are able to fully provide these services after the pandemic emergency ends, the 
Neighborhood Councils should be able to retain funds that they were not able to spend during this time and 
roll those funds over to the next fiscal year. We should also allow Neighborhood Councils to fund local 
COVID-19 relief organizations. 

In addition, Neighborhood Councils should be given the opportunity to meet safely via teleconferencing 
during the State of Emergency in accordance with Executive Order N-25-20. On March 4, Governor Newsom 
authorized local legislative bodies to hold public meetings via teleconferencing and waived all requirements 
in both the Bagley-Keene Act and the Brown Act requiring the physical presence of members as a condition 
of participation in or quorum for a public meeting. The ability to meet should be extended to Neighborhood 


Councils. 


I THEREFORE MOVE that that the City Council instruct the City Clerk and Department of Neighborhood 
Empowerment to allow Neighborhood Councils to roll-over the entire remaining balance on June 30, 2020 of 
each Neighborhood Council s funds into Fiscal Year 2020-2021, without a corresponding reduction to the 
regular budget allocation of funds to each Neighborhood Council for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2020. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Council direct the Department of Neighborhood Empowerment to expedite 
authorizing Neighborhood Councils to meet via teleconference and provide necessary assistance to do so. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Council direct the City Clerk to expedite processing of Neighborhood Council 
grants to local COVID-19 related relief organizations, including, as feasible, in advance of receipt of 
Neighborhood Purpose Grant applications, during the Local State of Emergency and required that 
Neighborhood Councils report on the grants made with an explanation, including the relationship to 
COVID-19 relief.

MOTION 


On March 4, 2020, the Mayor of Los Angeles declared a local emeigency in response to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. The Governor, the Mayor, the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, the 
California Department of Public Health, and the Los Angeles County Department of Public Health have 
all issued recommendations encouraging people to stay in their homes and to cease operation of 
nonessential business. As a result of the public health emeigency and the precautions recommended by 
health authorities, many residents and businesses in the City of Los Angeles have experienced or will 
soon experience sudden and unexpected loss of income. Nationally, millions of workers have filed claims 
for unemployment insurance in recent weeks. 

In Los Angeles and across the country, people are being told to stay at home for their safety, 
risking financial and housing instability. In the interest of protecting the publie health and preventing 
transmission of COVID-19, it is essential to avoid unnecessary housing displacement, to stabilize the 
City’s rental housing stock, and to prevent renters from falling into homelessness. 

In response to this widespread loss of income and catastrophic threat to the housing market, 
certain mortgage and renter relief programs are beginning to emerge. Congress approved the CARES Act 
which allows forbearance for multifamily properties with federally backed multifamily loans. On March 
25, Governor Newsom announced a 90 day mortgage payment relief package with support from 
Citigroup, JPMorgan Chase, U.S. Bank, Wells Fargo and nearly 200 state-chartered banks, eredit unions, 
and servicers. And at least 23 different financial institutions across the country have voluntarily 
publicized support available to residential mortgage holders, including deferred mortgage payments, 
waived late fees, suspended foreclosure actions and stayed negative reporting to credit agencies. 

Not all rental properties in Los Angeles are eligible for these programs, and none of these 
programs include a corresponding measure to cancel or suspend rent obligations for tenants living in 
those rental properties that receive mortgage relief. Tens of thousands of renters across Los Angeles are 
currently unable to pay rent and will continue to be unable to pay after the COVID-19 eviction 
protections end. Mortgage relief without rent payment relief is incomplete, placing the safety of property 
owners over renters, and threatening to spur displacement and homelessness. A comprehensive program 
that bundles mortgage and rent cancellations would protect our overall housing stability, support mom 
and pop landlords, and keep renters in their homes during the health emeigency. 

Currently, there is active pressure on the State and Federal government to work with financial 
institutions to adopt and modify mortgage relief programs to include rent cancellation. While 
comprehensive action is needed across the banking sector and at the Federal and State levels, the City is 
not powerless. As a consumer of banking services, the City may consider how the various financial 
institutions that it docs business with are contributing to the overall financial health of the City, which is 
intertwined with foreclosure and eviction prevention. 

The City s Responsible Banking Ordinance (Ordinance No. 182138) establishes certain standards 
for financial institutions seeking the City’s banking business, ensuring that deposits and portfolio 
investments are made with the interest and benefits Los Angeles residents in mind. In a similar manner, 
facing a public health crisis that will only be made worse by foreclosures and evictions, the City should 
exercise its discretion as a customer of banking services to prioritize doing business with those 
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institutions that offer mortgage relief paired with rent relief, in a manner consistent with federal, state, and 
local laws. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Chief Legislative Analyst and City Administrative Officer, with the 
assistance of the City Attorney as needed, be instructed to report back immediately on potential 
amendments to the Responsible Banking Ordinance to ensure that the City is doing business with 
financial institutions that are providing maximum protections during the COVID-19 emcigency, including 
but not limited to: 

• Requiring financial institutions already providing or seeking City banking business to diselose, 
within 30 days, the institution’s contributions to meeting the City's goal of offering mortgage 
relief conditioned on rent suspension for rental properties during the COVID-19 emergency and 
the subsequent recovery. 

• Requiring financial institutions already providing or seeking City banking business to disclose, 
every 30 days during the COVID-19 emeigency, the number of foreclosures and evictions for 
nonpayment of rent in mortgage holding rental properties in the city. 

• Scoring financial services bids to prioritize bidders that demonstrate they arc providing the 
greatest available relief to rental property mortgage holders and their tenants during the 
COVID-19 emergency and the subsequent recovery, consistent with the City's fiduciary 
responsibilities and other applicable investment rules. 

• Requiring an evaluation and publicly accessible scorecard of financial institutions’ performance, 
specifically related to meeting the City’s goals of cancelling mortgage and rent payments and 
helping landlords maintain rental properties to help enable renters to stay in their homes during 
the COVID-19 emergency and the subsequent recovery. 

• Any other recommendations to integrate linked mortgage and rent payment relief during the 
COVID-19 emergency and the subsequent recovery into the Responsible Banking Ordinance and 
regulations, and/or to strengthen enforcement of the Ordinance to better protect and sustain 
housing stability in Los Angeles during this crisis. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Chief Legislative Analyst and City Administrative Officer, with the 
assistance of the City Attorney as needed, report back immediately on other possible actions within the 
City’s authority to require or incentivize rent suspension, including mortgage relief conditioned on rent 
suspension for rent. ' 1 ' "" ’ ’ -19 emergency and the subsequent recovery .

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MOTION 

Credit scores, developed by credit-reporting agencies such as FICO and VantageScore, 
track the creditworthiness of a business or individual, and are a crucial factor in a financial 
institution's willingness to lend funds to a business or individual. While the unprecedented 
COVID-19 pandemic has forced the country into a lockdown and the vast majority of commerce 
shuttered, the economic stability of countless individuals and businesses has become increasingly 
fragile. The financial hardship of the immediate crisis will undoubtedly lead individuals and 
businesses to dire actions, such as missing loan payments that will cause great har m to their 
credit scores. This loss of creditworthiness will further hinder one's ability to receive additional 
credit, causing further economic distress. 

Credit-reporting agencies offer individuals and businesses the opportunity to petition 
their reported credit scores in order to correct inaccuracies, report fraud, investigate identity 
fraud, or other circumstances. In light of the COVID-19 pandemic, it should be incumbent upon 
credit-reporting agencies to offer relief for actions that negatively affect one's credit score. The 
city should take a leadership role in assisting with a petition process to credit-reporting agencies, 
as well as create consumer education and guidance in how to provide a fair credit assessment as 
the national economy continues to adjust in response to COVID-19. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Council instruct the Economic and Workforce 
Development Department and Housing and Community Investment Department to coordinate 
with WorkSource Centers, BusinessSource Centers, and FamilySource Centers to provide 
residents with education and instruction on applying for credit score relief related to economic 
distress caused by the COVID-19 pandemic; and 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Council instruct the Economic and Workforce Development 
Department and Housing and Community Investment Department to report back to Council with 
results of their coordination efforts in 30 days. 
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ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


MOTION 

On March 18, 2020, Congress passed H R. 6201 - the Families First Coronavirus 
Response Act to be administered through the Department of Labor. H.R. 6201 requires 
that employers with less than 500 employees pay two weeks supplemental sick leave. It is noted 
that the version of this that was ultimately signed by Congress offers fewer worker benefits and 
exempts more companies from paid sick leave obligations than the original version passed by the 
House of Representatives. Violations of the Act are enforced by the U.S. Department of Labor. 

On March 27, Congress enacted the Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic Security 
(CARES) act, (H.R. 748), which provides stimulus checks to many Americans based on income. 
Checks are issued based on indivudual’s tax filing and social security number. In addition, the 
CARES Act explicitly excludes “nonresident aliens.” 

The City’s economy has been built and sustained on the efforts of our immigrant 
communities, including street vendors, day laborers, and the thousands that help run this City 
Council District 13, like many other districts, is a district of immigrants with Little Armenia, 
Koreatown, Thai Town, and historic Filipinotown and many more. Ensuring that immigrants are 
able to survive this pandemic is critical, and the City should identify gaps and resources to 
provide additional aid to those who are left out of federal aid. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council instruct the Chief Legislative Analyst, with 
the assistance of the City Attorney and the Housing, Community and Investment Department to 
review the Families First Coronavirus Response Act and the Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and 
Economic Security Act, and report with recommendations on how the City can address any 
federal assistance gaps and resources for undocumented people.

MOTION 

The 2019-20 coronavirus pandemic threatens the health and wellbeing of millions of 
Angelenos by causing severe acute respiratory syndrome coronavirus 2 (SARS-CoV-2). The 
outbreak was first identified in Wuhan, Hubei Province, China, in December 2019. The World 
Health Organization (WHO) declared the outbreak to be a Public Health Emergency of 
International Concern on January 30, 2020 and recognized it as a pandemic on March 11, 2020. 
As of April 1, 2020, more than 932,000 cases of COVID-19 have been reported in over 200 
countries and territories, resulting in approximately 46,800 deaths. In the United States, there are 
currently over 211,000 cases, 4,670 deaths and are now averaging nearly 1,000 deaths per day. 
The coronavirus outbreak has forced government at all levels to take swift action to enact 
shutdowns of non-essential business in order to stop the spread. 

More than 95 /o of America is under “Stay at Home” orders and most epidemiological 
models show California will still be extremely susceptible as late as August 2020 for a second 
round of cases. These actions have sent shockwaves throughout the economy, the full effects of 
which are still largely unknown. Workers across the country and across industries are now faced 
with the potential of months of lost wages. Baristas, film crews, musicians, movie theater 
employees, stadium concessions staff, gym instructors, hotel workers, waitstaff, and retail 
workers, all face economic uncertainty. 

As the coronavirus outbreak depresses sales, income and other sources of revenue, Congress 
has recently passed a $2 trillion economic relief bill and the bill apportions $150 billion in aid for 
states and local governments under a new coronavirus relief fund. The Los Angeles region could 
benefit greatly from these additional dollars. Federal stimulus dollars could be utilized to create 
jobs for unemployed individuals in the communities where they live instead of offering public 
relief to large businesses and corporations. The City of Los Angeles should find ways to take 
advantage of the economic stimulus package to offer aid directly to workers in ways that create 
for them quality jobs and access to healthcare while at the same time working to find ways to 
stimulate small businesses, in particular, efforts to assist micro-businesses in low-income 

communities of color that have been historically left behind when such aid is delivered to the 
City. 


Los Angeles, as the second largest city in America, has over the decades, suffered and 
bounced back from significant human and natural disasters. By now we have ample information 
about how to intelligently respond to these disasters both in terms of what to do and what not to 
do. Whether it be the ‘65 riots, ‘92 uprising, ‘94 earthquake, ‘07 economic crisis, or believe it or 
not the 1924 Los Angeles pneumonic plague outbreak, where 30 Angelenos were killed in two 
weeks, we have acquired an abundance of knowledge and once again, are being called to rise to 
the occasion. We need to move quickly, decisively, nimbly and above all, focused on those 
living at the economic bottom first. To dig out from this hole, which will be felt for years, the 
city needs to take the lead on working with frontline communities to create an immediate pool of 
thousand^6f Lifeline jobs with health coverage. By putting wages in workers' hands, we help 
stimulawthe local economy from the bottom up. 
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WE THERFORE MOVE, that the CLA with the assistance of the CAO and EWDD, be 
instructed to report back on coordinating an effort by the City of Los Angeles to utilize the 
federal economic stimulus to develop a job creation program that prioritizes giving economic aid 
to frontline communities where the principle objectives and priorities of the program would be 
as follows, as established by the #PeoplesBailout movement: 

1. Health is the top priority, for all people, with no exceptions. 

2. Provide economic relief directly to the people. 

3. Rescue workers and communities, not corporate executives. 

4. Make a down payment on a regenerative economy, while preventing future crises. 

5. Protect our democratic process while protecting each other. 

WE FURTHER MOVE, that $100,000 in the AB1290 Fund No. 53P, Account No. 
281206 (CD 6 Redevelopment Projects - Services) be allocated to a non-profit in the northeast 
San Fernando Valley for the purpose of community outreach regarding employment needs. 

WE FURTHER MOVE that $100,000 in the AB1290 Fund No. 53P, Account No. 
281210 (CD 10 Redevelopment Projects - Services) be allocated to Community Build for the 
purpose of community outreach regarding employment needs.

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


MOTION 

Community Development Financial Institutions (CDFIs) are designed to play a role in 
generating economic growth and opportunity in underinvested communities. By offering tailored 
resources and innovative programs that invest federal dollars alongside private sector capital, 
CDFIs are mission-driven financial institutions that take a market-based approach to supporting 
economically disadvantaged communities by issuing small business loans that meet Federal 
criteria. 


The City of Los Angeles has entered into contracts with many CDFIs for the purpose of 
executing financial assistance programs for small businesses through various loan programs 
offered at the City’s Business Source Centers. CDFIs also implement programming responsive to 
the Community Reinvestment Act, a federal law enacted in 1977 to encourage depository 
institutions to meet the credit needs of low- and moderate-income neighborhoods. 


Nationally, many CDFIs have adjusted their focus to tailor their available financial 
programs to support businesses impacted by COVID-19. The City should ensure that the CDFIs 
it has under contract are taking the same steps. 


I THEREFORE MOVE that the Council instruct the Economic Workforce 
Development Department (EWDD) to review national examples and best practices of COVID-19 
related relief programs being offered by CDFIs, and to work directly with each City CDFI 
contractor to implement similar programs in Los Angeles, as well as document/advertise the 
programs they are offering to small businesses. 

I FURTHER MOVE that that EWDD be instructed to work with the Department of 
Finance, the Chief Legislative Analyst, and any other relevant departments, to explore options 
for implementing reporting requirements or auditing metrics, similar to the reporting the City 
requires of financial institutions through the Responsible Banking Ordinance, for CDFIs to

Healthcare Workers and first responders are most exposed to COVID-19. Italy estimates a 
roughly 20 percent infection rate for healthcare workers, a figure which will increase as personal 
protective supplies become unavailable. In recent weeks, the United States has become the 
epicenter of the COVID-19 outbreak after eclipsing Italy and China for total cases. Los Angeles 
County has over 6,000 confirmed COVID-19 cases, and this number will continue to grow. If the 
United States sees similar or worse infection rates among frontline healthcare workers to those 
reported by Italy, the effects on our healthcare system will be drastic. Infected frontline healthcare 
workers can expose significant numbers of vulnerable patients to COVID-19. Proactive screening 
of frontline healthcare workers and first responders is essential to help flatten the transmission 
curve and curb the rate of new infections. 

Dr. Anne Rimoin has assembled a cross-disciplinary team at UCLA to study the 
progression of COVID-19 among frontline healthcare workers and first responders. This team will 
work in cooperation with the Los Angeles County Department of Health Services to screen 
healthcare workers and first responders monthly to determine new infections and reduce hospital 
or community-acquired infection through isolation. Further, the initiative will develop procedures 
to better understand previous exposures, provide estimates of the real number of infected 
individuals on the front lines, and capture critical data on asymptomatic infection. These data are 
important for understanding the situation and creating a response in real time. The rapid response 
initiative includes a variety of additional studies that will provide recommendations or information 
about: viral transmission from healthcare workers and first responders to family members and 
close contacts; immune responses that contribute both to causing symptoms such as lung damage 
and to control the virus for disease resolution; the impact of viral infections on key understudied 
patient populations; and, mental health outcomes. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Administrative Officer be instructed to report on the 
benefits of the UCLA Novel Coronavirus/COVID-19 Rapid Response Initiative, and possible 
funding opportunities that the City can use to contribute to the studies.

The COVID-19 Pandemic has eome to shape and define public policy and will continue to do so in Los 
Angeles into the 2020-2021 fiseal year. In addition to the ongoing health emergency, it has closed public spaees, 
shuttered economies, devastated small businesses and exposed die lack of a proper safety net available to many 
workers. For over a month now, Angelenos have been asked to make heroic and unprecedented sacrifices. Many have 
risen to this challenge by giving back to others - buying groceries for seniors and residents with underlying hcaltii 
conditions, checking in on neighbors, making masks, and working to transition day-today activities to the “new 
normal' 1 . 


Many have begun making permanent and temporary art available through a variety of digital platforms. In 
many ways, art is the way we make sense of the world, how we interpret and define our culture, our times, and die 
events we experience. In 2019, the City s Arts Development Fee (ADF) funding was allocated primarily in support of 
festivals. Over die last few weeks, however, public gathering and the production of festivals have been prohibited - a 
restriction that is likely to continue for the foreseeable future. 

In the meantime, the ADF monies remain unspent, public arts and cultural activities have been halted, and 
artists and arts related non-profits have been devastated. The ADF Program wus established by Citv ordinance in 
1988, revised in 1991, and eodified in Los Angeles Municipal Code (LAMC) Section 91.107.4.6. The Program is 
administered by the Department of Cultural Affairs (DCA), consistent with Administrative Guidelines approved 
pursuant to CF 13-0933, whieh requires that an annual report be generated to tally die ADF fees, and a determination 
of what the funds will be used for witii the guidance of each Council Office. 

The total eitywide ADF funds available in the current fiscal year are approximately $10,955,000. Of the 294 
identified projects the ADF funds will be used for, only 25 are not intended to be used for special events or arts 
festivals. Some or all of these funds could be repurposed to assist in COVID-19 artist relief efforts through the 
commissioning of works of art that are accessible online. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the DCA, with the assistance of the Chief Legislative Analyst and City 
Attorney, be instructed/requested to immediately identify the sum of ADF available to the Fourth Couneil District and 
update the DCA Annual Expenditure Plan and Fee Status Report for the ADF Program for Fiseal Year 2019-2020 and 
report baek on the structure, administration and implementation of a small-dollar grant program to assist artists and 
non-profit arts organizations based in Couneil District Four in creating artwork and performances available to the 
publie, with 90 percent of the grant being allocated in advanee of product submittal and 10 percent being allocated 
when the artwork is delivered in a stable publiely accessible web format by DCA pre-qualified contractors, and 50 
percent of the grant to be allocated in advance of product submittal and 50 percent to be allocated when the artwork is 
delivered in a stable publicly accessible web format for all other artists and non-profits. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the DCA, with the assistance of the Chief Legislative Analyst and City Attorney, 
be instructed/requested to immediately review the ADF Program Administrative Guidelines to ensure the proposed 
program is designed in compliance with the approved guidelines and ADF Ordinance, and report to Couneil on any 
temporary measures required to amend the guidelines for the duration of the local emergency period and subsequent 
recovery. 


I FURTHER MOVE that the DCA be instructed to report back with a plan for how this program could be 
sealed up if other funds became available and ensure it is built with maximum efficiency, ineluding but not limited 
simplicity of administration and the use of additional resources such as donations, grants and recovery assistance 
funds. 







MOTION HOUSING 

On March 4, 2020, Mayor Eric Garcetti issued a declaration of local emergency to respond to the novel 
coronavirus (COV1D-19) pandemic. Subsequently on March 19, 2020, under City of Los Angeles Emergency 
Authority, the Mayor issued the “Safer at Home” order to strengthen the City’s efforts against the COVID-19 
pandemic through self-isolation and social distancing. 

Under present circumstances, ensuring that residents are able to remain sheltered is more important than 
ever, However to those who are homeless or are otherwise unable to secure adequate shelter and comply with 
self-isolation and social distancing, the danger is imminent. 

On March 15, 2020, Governor Newsom announced the State’s intention to utilize hotels to provide 
accommodations for homeless individuals. The State has subsequently identified 950 hotels throughout 
California that may be eligible to participate in the program and has also declared its intent to provide counties 
with assistance in negotiating leases. 

Prior to the emergency instigated by the COVID-19 pandemic, the City of Los Angeles was already 
facing a housing shortage crisis that undermined the ability of renters to stay adequately housed and sheltered, 
The City has implemented several concerted efforts to alleviate the housing shortage and provide relief to 
overburdened renters. Among these efforts was the Residential Hotel Unit Conversion and Demolition 
Ordinance enacted in 2008. This ordinance was meant to protect and preserve Residential Hotels, defined by 
Article 7.1 Section 47.73 of the Los Angeles Municipal Code as efficiency units or dwellings that are utilized as 
primary residences, from demolition or conversion. 

The robust stock of hotels available in the City and notably in Downtown Los Angeles presents a unique 
opportunity to provide vulnerable populations a temporary dwelling to combat the spread of the COVID-19 
virus and address public health concerns. Tourist hotels, which provide occupancy for a temporary period not to 
exceed 30 days, may provide an additional source of shelter for vulnerable populations to self-isolate and 
practice social distancing. However, in order to ensure tourist hotels that provide long-term shelter to vulnerable 
populations are able to resume normal operation following the emergency, an exemption to the Residential 
Hotel Unit Conversion and Demolition Ordinance is needed. ? 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council request the City Attorney to prepare and present an 
emergency ordinance which would provide transient occupancy hotels that provide accommodations to 
vulnerable populations or to quarantine of COVID-19 patients for the duration of the local emergency an 
exemption from the Residential Hotel Unit Conversion and Deipolition Ordinance. A 






HOUSING 


MOTION 


The City of Los Angeles has been amid a housing crisis that will be exacerbated by the 
necessary steps taken in response to the COVID-19 pandemic. The full economic impact is still 
unknown, but residents are already feeling the uncertainty of meeting their basic needs due to 
lost jobs, decreased hours, school closures, and/or illness. 

There is a high number of residents in Los Angeles that are rent burdened and often 
living paycheck to paycheck. This means that even a small disruption to their income can lead 
to a situation where rent cannot be paid. The City of Los Angeles has put tenant protections in 
place to prevent the displacement of residents who are unable to pay their rent due to a COVID- 
19 related incident. After the emergency declaration is over, tenants will still need to pay the 
lawfully due rent within 12 months. For some tenants, this will be a difficult feat. 

A passed due rental assistance program for tenants having difficulty paying back rent 
due during the state of emergency would assist tenants recover quickly. Since City resources 
are so limited, the City should seek federal and state funding sources. This should include the 
option of expanding or amending the section 8 program. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that Council request the Housing Authority of the City of Los 
Angeles and instruct Chief Legislative Analyst with the assistance of Housing and Community 
Investment Department and any other relevant City department report of the feasibility of 
creating a federally funded temporary rental assistance program that can assist residents in 
paying rent accumulated during the emergency declaration.

HOUSING 


On March 27, Governor Gavin Newsom issued Executive Order N-37-20 to protect 
renters from eviction until May 31, 2020, as the state grapples with the COVID-19 
pandemic. The order states, “Nothing in this Order shall in any way restrict state or local 
governmental authority to order any quarantine, isolation, or other public health 
measure that may compel an individual to remain physically present in a particular 
residential property.” When he announced it, Governor Newsom stated that the 
order “does got preempt any /oca/ ordinances that ao deeper or farther, but it is 

an overlay, for the entire state of California ” 

On March 27, the City Council passed a renter protection ordinance (CF 
#20-0147-SI 9). This ordinance provided that a landlord may not evict a tenant for rent 
that became due during the course of the emergency. It gives tenants 12 months 
following the emergency to repay that deferred rent. However, this ordinance included 
conditions of tenants proving a connection to the COVID-19 pandemic in order to 
qualify. Since April 1, tenants have reported problems with landlords continuing to try to 
force them to pay rent or face eviction. The holes in the eviction protections will allow 
many Angelenos to be kicked out of their homes during this public health and economic 
emergency; the very moment we are telling all Angelenos to stay at home. 

On April 1, the California Judicial Council voted to postpone proceedings that could 
result in evictions or foreclosures. The action does not halt the initiation of eviction 
proceedings, but merely delays them. Across the state and city, many landlords have 
begun serving a “3-Day Notice To Pay Rent Or Quit” to tenants. As a result, tenants 
unversed in the finer points of eviction law are faced with threatening communications 
from property owners, strong-arm offers to make unfavorable deals for payment plans 
or new lease terms, and even illegal lockouts or illegal interruption of utilities. 

Making sure as many people as possible can stay home is in the interest of public 
health and safety. The City Council should therefore expand eviction protections to 
ensure that all Angelenos can be safer at home. Oakland has taken such action, making 
the findings that the purpose and intent of the ordinance is ”to prevent displacement, 
reduce transmission of the novel Coronavirus (COVID-19), and promote the stability 
and the health and safety of the residents and businesses” of the city during the local 
COVID-19 health emergency. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council direct the City Attorney to draft an 
emergency ordinance that prohibits any owner or property manager from terminating a 
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tenancy, serving a notice to terminate a tenancy, or using lockouts or utility shutoff 
actions to terminate a tenancy, or otherwise evict a residential tenant, except to protect 
the health and safety of other occupants of the property. The provisions of the ordinance 
shall apply from the date of the declaration of the City of Los Angeles State of 
Emergency, March 4, 2020, until 30 days following the conclusion of the State of 
Emergency.

HOUSING 


As of the morning of April 6, 2020 the State of California had identified 15,238 positive cases of 
COVID-19 in California, 5,940 of which have been diagnosed in Los Angeles County. 

In a short period of time, COVID-19 has spread rapidly throughout California, requiring 
constantly updated and more stringent guidance from federal, state and local health officials. On March 
4,2020 Governor Newsom and Mayor Garcetti declared a State of Emergency, allowing the State of 
California and City of Los Angeles to deploy all available state and local resources to stem the spread of 
the virus while being able to access federal resources. On March 15, the Mayor issued an order 
temporarily closing non-essential commercial businesses and implementing temporary eviction 
protections for non-payment of residential rent for tenants who have been impacted by COVID-19. On 
March 17, those protections were extended to commercial evictions. And on March 20, 2020 the Mayor’s 
‘"Safer at Home” emergency order went into effect, calling on residents of the City' of Los Angeles to stay 
in their homes and limit all activity beyond what is absolutely necessary for essential tasks. 

While these orders are critical to slowing the spread of COVID-19 and protecting the public 
health, the combined effects of the virus and public health orders have resulted in significant financial 
impacts, particularly to low and moderate-income Angelenos. Accelerated layoffs have brought the 
number of Americans applying for unemployment benefits to a record 10 million in the last two weeks of 
March - 6.6 million of whom filed initial claims in the week ending March 28, double the record 3.3 
million from the previous week. In California, more than 1.6 million people have filed unemployment 
claims since March 13, with nearly 879,000 people reporting lost jobs during the week leading up to 
March 28, far surpassing the previous week’s 186,333 claims. To put this in perspective, during the week 
of March 7 a total of 43,385 initial claims were filed in California. With layoffs expected to keep rising in 
the coming weeks to a total of as much as 20 million - or one out of every seven workers in the nation - 
some analysts forecast unemployment rates of 15 percent or higher this spring. 

The extent of the damage will depend on how quickly the virus is contained, the steps authorities 
take to contain it, how much economic support governments are willing to deploy during the pandemic’s 
immediate impact and aftermath, and our ability to provide financial relief to residents and free up 
consumer spending. To this end, on March 27 the Oakland City Council unanimously passed an 
emergency ordinance temporarily prohibiting rent increases above the local consumer price index on all 
residential rental units during the local emergency, including those not controlled, regulated or subsidized 
by a governmental unit, agency or authority. Not long thereafter. Mayor Garcetti issued an order 
temporarily prohibiting rent increases on approximately 624,000 rent stabilized units in the City of Los 
Angeles from the effective date of the order (March 30, 2020) until 60 days after the expiration of the 
local emergency. 

Unfortunately, we rc only at the beginning of a health and economic crisis that is constantly 
shifting, growing deeper and impacting more and more families every’ day. With over 40 percent of 
households in Los Angeles County spending more than 30 percent of their income on rent and straggling 
to meet basic needs, and more than 60 percent of households with children straggling to meet basic 
needs, it is critical that we provide immediate relief and make every effort to safeguard our residents and 
local, regional and state economies. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City' Attorney, with the assistance of the Housing and 
Community Investment Department, Chief Legislative Analyst and City Administrative Officer, be 
requested/instructed to prepare and present an Ordinance freezing rent increases on occupied rental units 
that are subject to the City’s Rent Stabilization Ordinance, retroactive to the implementation of the 
Mayor’s March 4, 2020 declaration of a local emergency and effective until 90 days after the end of the 
declaration of a local emergency 
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I FURTHER MOVE that the City Attorney, with the assistance of the Housing and Community 
Investment Department, Chief Legislative Analyst and City Administrative Officer, be 
requested/instrueted to prepare and present an Ordinance freezing rent increases on all residential rental 
units not controlled, regulated or subsidized by a governmental unit, ageney or authority, retroactive to 
the implementation of the Mayor’s Mareh 4, 2020 declaration of a loeal emergency, effective until 90 
days after the end of the declaration of a loeal emergency, and call on the State to lift any legal barriers 
that would need to be suspended in order to effeetuate the freeze.

On March 27, the City Council passed a renter protection ordinance (CF #20-0147-S19). This 
ordinance provided that a landlord may not evict a tenant for unpaid rent due to loss of income 
associated with the COVID-19 pandemic. The tenant may have 12 months following the 
emergency in which to repay deferred rent. 

The City Council should further pursue converting unpaid rent incurred during the COVID-19 
emergency into consumer debt, which can be collected as any other debt, but not through the 
unlawful detainer process. This will encourage landlords to work with tenants to repay the debt 
in a reasonable time frame without resorting to unlawful detainer orders that cause more 
Angelenos to lose their homes. The City of Oakland has passed such an ordinance. 

In the meantime, landlords should work with local agencies to secure rental assistance for 
tenants. They should also be able to work out a temporary rent reduction for tenants without 
reducing the base rent used to calculate annual rent increases otherwise. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Attorney, in coordination with the Chief Legislati ve 
Analyst (CLA), draft an ordinance to classify unpaid rent under CF #20-0147-S19 as consumer 
debt, not subject to the unlawful detainer process. 


I FURTHER MOVE that the City Attorney, in coordination with the Housing and Community 
Investment Department (HCID), draft an ordinance allowing landlords and tenants to create a 
temporary rent reduction agreement, in which monthly or annual rent owed is reduced, without 
reducing the base rent used to calculate annual rent increases under the City’s Rent Stabilization 
Ordinance. A written agreement between the parties should include a statement that the reduction 
is temporary and unrelated to market conditions, habitability, or reduction in housing services.

The City is currently experiencing an outbreak of the corona virus (COVID-19), and has 
already taken a number of precautions to protect the health and safety of the public as well as its 
own employees. The novel coronavirus is impacting our communities and placing an increased 
demand on our first responders, who are on the front lines battling this pandemic, putting 
themselves and their families at risk, in order to continue protecting the residents of Los Angeles. 

To date, 13 members (12 sworn and one civilian) of the Fire Department and 47 
employees (36 Sworn, 11 Civilian) of the Police Department have tested positive for COVID-19. 
As the City continues to take precautions and these departments tighten protocols for Personal 
Protective Equipment (PPE) use, more should be done to protect exposed employees from 
potentially spreading the virus to their families. 


Due to the City’s “Stay at Home Order” and reduction in tourism, hotels, motels, 
Recreational Vehicle (RV) Parks and Campgrounds are underutilized and have space to shelter 
individuals in need. The City should immediately take action to provide temporary housing for 
first responders who are exposed to COVID-19 at hotels, motels, and/or send trailers to available 
parking lots or campgrounds. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Administrative Officer, with the assistance of the 
General Services Department, the Emergency Management Department, and any other 
departments or offices necessary, be directed to contract with hotels, motels and other lodging 
providers for space to house first responders that have been exposed to COVID-19 and are 
required to be isolated or choose to self-isolate.

MOTION 

The COVID-19 Pandemic has changed the daily course of life in Los Angeles. Policy 
changes have been implemented across the board from the public sector to the private sector, as 
institutions grapple with a changing atmosphere that emphasizes social distancing, and 
appropriate public safety measures. In some instances, medical providers with limited space 
have reached out requesting assistance to activate the public right-of-way in order to ensure 
quality and care for their clients. 

The City of Los Angeles allows for usage of the vehicular and pedestrian right-of-way for 
various functions and events. Permits to allow for particular usage can take anywhere from three 
to six months depending on the complexity and nature of the request. A fast-tracking of requests 
from these medical providers to move certain functions onto the sidewalk or onto a closed street 
makes sense under certain conditions. This new “medical provider zone” would have the ability 
to override current conditions on the street, deemed safe by the Bureau of Street Services 
(StreetsLA) and the Department of Transportation (LADOT), for the purposes of better and more 
efficiently carrying out basic and urgent functions. 

The Council should request a report back on how this process would work now, under the 
emergency declaration, and to provide in the report a set of recommendations on how to proceed 
with implementation to ensure that Council offices will be involved in the approval process. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Bureau of Street Services, with the assistance of the 
Bureau of Engineering, the Department of Transportation, and any other necessary departments, 
be instructed to report on streamlining the review and approval process for street closures and 
parking enforcement changes to allow medical providers providing healthcare services to combat 
the COVID-19 outbreak to operate within the public right-of-way including on our City’s 
sidewalks.

MOTION 

The current property owner at 6200 Sunset Boulevard, which is on the comer of Sunset 
Boulevard and El Centro Avenue, wishes to obtain a permit to install a gas line and water line. 
However, the section of the street where the work would be performed has been resurfaced and 
the property owner did not have an opportunity to coordinate with the planned street work. An 
exception to the City's one-year street cut moratorium is needed to allow the property owner to 
receive an excavation permit to proceed with the installation of the gas line and water line for a 
mixed-use development consisting of 270 residential units and approximately 12,000 square feet 
of commercial space, located at 6200 Sunset Boulevard. The current property owner claims that 
the resurfacing notification was sent to the previous owner and that they were not aware of the 
scheduled street work. 

A 30-day notice of the planned resurfacing work was not received by the current property 
owner and El Centro Avenue was resurfaced from Sunset Boulevard to Santa Monica Boulevard 
on June 25, 2019. Ownership of the property changed on November 20, 2019 and the previous 
owner has no record of ever receiving notification from the City. While the City followed the 30- 
day notice requirement, the previous property owner did not receive the notice due to inaccurate 
assessor records. Additionally, the prior and current ownership did not have offices on site and 
never received notice from the City nor from any of the tenants. 

Exceptions to the City’s street cut moratorium may be granted when it can be demonstrated 
that the City’s 30-day notice of a scheduled resurfacing project was not mailed to the correct 
property owner. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council approve an exception to the City’s one-year, 
street cut moratorium on El Centro Avenue to allow for the installation of a gas line and water line 
for the mixed-use development at 6200 Sunset Boulevard. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the permittee be required to properly repair and resurface the 
street cut area in accordance with Bureau of Engineering requirements and standards and, upon 
completion of the work, the repaired street cut be inspected by the Bureau of Contract 
Administration to maximize the longevity of the street.

COVID-19 INFRASTRUCTURE ACCELERA TOR 


As the City of Los Angeles grapples with this pandemic, we find ourselves with “non-essential” 
businesses having temporarily closed their doors. These closures, coupled with the Mayor’s 
emergency order calling on residents to stay in their homes and limit all activity beyond what is 
necessary for essential tasks, has created an environment where the traffic jams that characterize 
the City of Los Angeles are a thing of a not too distant past. 

This phenomenon is not unique to the City of Los Angeles and cities across America experiencing 
this dramatic drop in traffic are taking advantage of it to expedite infrastructure projects. Whereas 
a typical right-of-way project often places peak hour restrictions on construction activities to 
mitigate traffic impacts, the reduced traffic of the current environment creates an opportunity to 
use full street closures to complete projects more quickly. 

The City of Beverly Hills for instance, seeing this lull in traffic, is capitalizing on the situation to 
expedite its capital projects by authorizing temporary full closures of its major corridors in 
furtherance of projects such as the Metro’s Purpleline Subway extension. Not only will this 
approach help to finish infrastructure projects more expeditiously, completing them will accelerate 
the City’s economic recovery. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Bureau of Engineering, with the assistance of the Department 
of Transportation, Department of Water and Power, Bureau of Street Services and any other 
relevant City departments, be directed to reprioritize capital project schedules that may be 
accelerated through the use of full street closures. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Bureau of Engineering, with Department of Transportation, the 
Bureau of Street Services, and any other relevant departments, be directed to consider full street 
closures when reviewing their traffic control plans to accelerate telecommunication and utility 
projects in the right-of-way.

WHEREAS, in response to this widespread loss of income and catastrophic threats to the 
housing market, certain mortgage relief programs for rental properties are beginning to emerge, 
including the federal CARES Act which allows forbearance for multifamily properties (5 or 
more units) with federally backed multifamily loans, and Governor Newsom’s mortgage 
payment relief package with support from Citigroup, JPMorgan Chase, U.S. Bank, and Wells 
Fargo and nearly 200 state-chartered banks, credit unions, and servicers, which includes a 90 day 
grace period for mortgage payments, no negative credit impacts of taking advantage of 
forbearance, a moratorium on foreclosure sales, and relief from mortgage related fees; and 

WHEREAS, not all rental properties in Los Angeles are eligible for these programs, and 
none of these programs include a corresponding measure to cancel or suspend the rent 
obligations of the tenants living in those rental properties that receive mortgage relief; and 

WHEREAS, in the interest of protecting the public health and preventing transmission of 
COVID-19, and to avoid unnecessary housing displacement, instability in the City’s rental 
housing stock, and to prevent renters from falling into homelessness, a comprehensive program 
that bundles mortgage and rent cancellation together would protect overall housing stability, 
support mom and pop landlords, and keep renters in their homes during this unimaginable health 


emergency; 



NOW, 1HEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by 
the adoption of this Resolution the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-2020 State 
Legislative Program SUPPORT for legislative or administrative action that would provide 
mortgage payment relief conditioned on a corresponding rental suspension for rental properties 
during and in the aftermath of the COV1D-19 emergency.

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, rules, 
regulations or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental body or agency 
must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with the concurrence of the 
Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, the impacts of the worldwide pandemic are drastic in the United States, with over 
357,000 confirmed COVID-19 cases, over 10,000 deaths and 6.6 million initial unemployment claims, and 
over 700,000 jobs lost as of the latest March 2020 US jobs report; and 

WHEREAS, the nationwide pandemic response has led to over 40 states to issue orders relating to 
COVID-19, including but not limited to social distancing guidelines, an almost complete elimination of 
public gatherings with “Safer-At-Home” orders, and a top down state encouraged mandate to keep people 
housed by any and all legal means necessary; and 

WHEREAS, in response to the spread of COVID-19, on March 4, 2020, Governor Newsom and 
Mayor Garcetti declared a state of emergency, issuing sweeping protections across the State including 
“Safer-At-Home” orders while activating a response strategy focused on people, communities and 
neighborhoods; and 

WHEREAS, the Emergency Order issued by Governor Newsom on March 4, 2020 allows 
jurisdictions to cease all evictions of residential and commercial property, pursuant to a decrease in 
household or business income, or out-of-pocket medical expenses caused by the COVID-19 pandemic, 
resulting in the nonpayment of rent; and 

WHEREAS, on March 30, 2020, pursuant to the California Constitution, article VI, section 6 and 
Government Code 68115, including the authority granted by Governor Newsom and the Judicial Council, 
California Supreme Court Chief Justice Tani G. Cantil-Sakauye issued a 60 day stay to criminal and civil 
proceedings, coinciding and concurring with the declared emergency issued by Governor Newsom; and 

WHEREAS, while eviction proceedings are now paused due to State and Court action, the City of 
Los Angeles has a particular interest in ensuring that residents have secure housing during the COVID-19 
pandemic by further strengthening eviction protections across the city for any and all economic and health 
related reasons as a result of COVID-19 by ensuring that any debt owed for postponed rent is only due a 
year after the end of the declared emergency; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Congress has passed three stimulus bills to combat the COVID-19 
crisis, the latest being the CARES Act, which adds direct relief for individuals by strengthening 
unemployment insurance, paid family leave and sick pay, while providing billions to state & local 
governments, public health institutions, including provisions to small, mid-sized and large businesses; and 

WHEREAS, the CARES Act provides a temporary moratorium on new eviction filings for 
foreclosures and evictions due to nonpayment for renters and homeowners in all federally subsidized 



housing, including Low Income Housing Tax Credit (LIHTC) housing and people living in properties 
covered by Fannie Mae, Freddie Mac and the Federal Housing Administration; a confusing patchwork of 
state and local eviction and foreclosure moratoriums currently exists that provides protections for some, yet 
confusion for all; and 

WHEREAS, Speaker Pelosi recently outlined her priorities in an open letter to the members of the 
House of Representatives, making the case for an upcoming fourth stimulus bill (CARES 2) that will expand 
assistance to working families, local and state governments, hospitals, federally qualified health clinics, 
health workers, and first responders; and 

WHEREAS, Emergency rental assistance to preempt any evictions that could occur as a result of 
the COVTD-19 pandemic is one of the most important goals of the City of Los Angeles; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the adoption 
of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-2020 Federal Legislative Program 
SUPPORT for legislation or administrative action that would provide billions of dollars to support housing 
relief funds for purposes such as to extend forgiveness assistance to renters, property owners, and mortgage 
holders; extend assistance to working families, small to mid-sized businesses, educational institutions, 
hospitals, and first responders; and other programs that relieve the impacts of COVID-19.

WHEREAS, the City of Los Angeles is currently under the Safer at Home Emergency Order in 
response of the COVID-19 global pandemic. The economic impact has been far reaching and is yet to be 
fully determined. Residents from all walks of life have experienced decreased wages or lost jobs that 
contribute the to an inability to meet basic needs such as cover living expenses; and 

WHEREAS, there is a high number of residents in Los Angeles are renters that were already rent 
burdened and living paycheck to paycheck. This means that even a small disruption to their income can 
lead to a situation where rent cannot be paid. The City of Los Angeles has put tenant protections in 
place to prevent the displacement of residents who are unable to pay their rent due to a COVID-19 
related incident. After the Declaration of Local Emergency is over, tenants will still need to pay the 
lawfully due rent within 12 months. For some tenants, this will be a difficult feat; and 

WHEREAS, "Mom and Pop" landlords are an important part of the housing market and may not 
be in the financial position to fulfill their obligations without their rental income. While many banks are 
offering a 90-day mortgage deferment, often interest will still accrue and/or full payment is due at the 
end of the 90-day deferment period therefore the owner will still need to pay the mortgage with 
interest at a later date; and 


WHEREAS, it is in the interest of the City to find the balance and ensure both tenants and 
landlords are able to meet their financial obligations. At the same time the City must ensure that it too is 
able to meet its financial obligations and address the needs of all residents. 


WHEREAS, the Federal government should provide funding for rental assistance to residents for 
rent due during the Local Emergency. This assistance could come in the form of a direct payment to 
form of a payment to the residents, a direct payment to landlords through a program similar to Section 
8, or a tax credit to landlords. Resources should be focused on residents who lost wages and are unable 
to pay their rent. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with concurrence of the Mayor, that by adoption of this 
Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby include in its 2019-2020 Federal Legislative Program SUPPORT 
for legislation or administrative action that would allocate additional Federal funding that could be used 
to support a rent relief program to assist residents in paying rent due during the Declaration of Local 
Emergency.

WHEREAS, on March 4, 2020 Governor Gavin Newsom and Mayor Garcetti declared a 
State of Emergency, allowing the State of California and City of Los Angeles to deploy all 
available state and local resources to stem the spread of the virus while being able to access 
federal resources, and on March 19, 2020 Governor Newsom issued a Stay-at-Home Order, 
limiting Californians to only essential activities away from their homes in order to the reduce the 
spread of the virus; and 

WHEREAS, while this Order is necessary to slow the spread of COVID-19 and protect 
the public health, the combined effects of the virus and necessary public health measures have 
resulted in significant financial impacts, particularly to low and moderate-income Californians; 
and 


WHEREAS, working people across California are facing layoffs, a reduction of wages 
and income, the accumulation of late payment fees and other expenses, and are struggling to 
pay rent and buy basic necessities, and with more than 40 percent of households in Los 
Angeles County spending over 30 percent of their income on rent and struggling to meet basic

TRANSPORTATION 


The City of Los Angeles, County of Los Angeles, and the Los Angeles Homeless Service 
Authority (LAHSA) have mobilized an unprecedented collaborative effort in order to address the 
growing needs of individuals experiencing homlessness during the COVID-19 pandemic. The 
City’s Department of Recreation and Parks is opening facilities around the city to be used as 
temporary shelters for the prevention of COVID-19 amongst those most vulnerable within the 
homeless population-seniors and those with pre-existing health conditions. In addition, the 
County and LAHSA are contracting with hotels and motels to identify more beds for this 
vulnerable population. 

Stay at home orders and safety recommendations for seniors and at-risk populations have 
also forced many service providers to reconfigure the method by which they serve their clients 
including how household supplies and food are delivered. In addition, individuals identified for 
placement in a shelter often need transportation. With new beds coming online each day, service 
providers are faced with increased logistical challenges moving people to and from shelters and 
having to deliver thousands of meals and supplies to various sites throughout the city. 

The City has the opportunity to help alleviate some of those logistical challenges by 
leveraging existing resources. Decreased ridership resulting from Angelenos complying with the 
Mayor’s “Safer at Home” emergency order has resulted in the reduction or suspension of bus 
services offered by the City’s Department of Transportation. LAnow service was suspended on 
Monday, March 30, and Commuter Express and Community DASH began modified services on 
Thursday, April 2. With the reduced use of the bus fleet, the City should explore redirecting 
those resources to help fill the transportation gap for the homeless service providers and their 
clients. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Department of Transportation (DOT), in consultation 
with the Los Angeles Homeless Service Authority (LAHSA), and with the assistance of the 
Chief Legislative Analyst (CLA), report to Council with the feasibility of establishing routes 
dedicated to assisting homeless service providers utilizing DASH, LAnow, and Commuter 
Express busses currently out of service as a result of the reduced ridership in response to 
COVID-19. Routes should be explored both for the movement of meals and equipment from 
distribution centers to shelters and housing sites, and for the transportation of clients to shelter 
intake sites. 

I FURTHER MOVE that LAHSA be requested to assist DOT in identifying the current 
transportation needs by different geographic areas of the City to inform a potential process for 


scheduling be basis or establishing routes, and frequency of service. 
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I FURTHER MOVE that DOT and LAHSA asses the Personal Protective Equipment 
and staffing support needed by drivers to implement the proposed transportation program, 
identify what equipment is available within each agency/department, and outline any additional 
needs.

The novel SARS-CoV-2 (coronavirus) strain that has caused the COVID-19 worldwide pandemic likely 
reached humans from bats through an unknown intermediary host, which some researchers have 
attributed to the pangolin. It is widely accepted that the sources of 70-75% of emerging infectious 
human diseases can be traced to interactions with animais. 

Reports have suggested that the earliest cases of coronavirus (December 8, 2019) may be traced to 
bats sold at a seafood and animal "wet market" in Wuhan, China, where living animals, along with 
fresh meat, are sold for food. Following the outbreak, the Huanart Seafood Wholesale Market was shut 
down on January 1, 2020, The Chinese government subsequently permanently banned the sale of wild 
animal products at wet markets, though now that the coronavirus infection rate has flattened in China, 
reports have surfaced that bats, pangolins and dogs again have been found for sale. 

Zoonotic viruses—-animal viruses capable of being transmitted to humans—have also been found in 
birds, turtles, frogs, pigs, cattle, and others. The frequency of significant human-acquired zoonoses in 
the last century has escalated due to deforestation, wildlife trafficking, industrial animal agriculture, 
and human establishments encroaching ort wtldlife habitat. 

Worldwide the trend has been toward regulating or eliminating living animal sales. In 2010 the 
California Fish & Game Commission adopted policy to ban import of non-native frogs & turtles (though 
California still imports some two million living bullfrogs and 400,000 living turtles annually from their 
habitats). In March 2019 the Centers for Disease Control warned of eight zoonoses, including 
emerging coronaviruses. In March, Vietnam drafted legislation to ban wildlife trade for consumption. 

On April 2, Shenzhen, China banned sale of wildlife species, dog & cat meat. And, coincidentally, on 
April S a Bronx Zoo tiger was diagnosed with COVID-19 transmitted to it by a human zookeeper. 

In the United States, the foremost authority on COVID-19, Dr. Anthony Fauci, Director of the National 
Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases, has argued that the current public health crisis is a "direct 
result of [the wet markets)/' stating that "we have so many diseases that emanate out of that unusual 
human-animal interface, that we [should] just shut it down." 


Steven Osofsky, Professor of Wildlife Health and Health Policy at Cornell College of Veterinary 
Medicine says, "At a time when the entire world is increasingly bearing the costs of the global wildlife 
trade, where billions of dollars of public health emergency costs and the depletion of the world's 
wildlife are literally the trade's primary byproducts, it is time to shut down these markets forever..." 

Vet here in los Angeles, markets and other retail outlets continue to sell "living" animais (including 
salmonella-, chytrid- and other disease-ridden frogs and turtles) for human consumption. The sale (not 
to be confused with the adoption) of most such living animals already is illegal in many public settings. 
In the context of the coronavirus pandemic, prudent public health policy, humane treatment of 
animals and protection of ecosystems suggest that the sale of living animals for human consumption 
should be prohibited in any setting in Los Angeles.

HOUSING 


On March 27, 2020, the City Council approved Ordinance No. 1865S5 to establish special 
eviction protections for apartment tenants for the duration of the coronavirus emergency 
declaration. One requirement of the ordinance is ttfat tenants who, only for coronavirus- 
related reasons as specified in the ordinance, cannot pay their rent, must notify their landlords 
of their intention to not pay the rent within seven (7) days of the first of the month. 

Because the ordinance became effective right at the'beginning of April 2020 and word of the 
action may not have reached all tenants and landlords in a timely manner, the Council should 
take an emergency action to extend this deadline for April 2020 only by an additional ten {10} 
days, through April 17th. The City and all appropriate stakeholders should work to make sure 
all tenants and landlords are familiar with the extended deadline as well as the full ordinance. 


Additionally, it has become apparent that some landlords have been attempting to take 
advantage of the inconsistent dissemination of information regarding the provisions of the 
ordinance. According to an April 5 report in the Los Angeles Times, "Landlords in Los Angeles 
are pushing tenants to agree to repayment plans far more onerous than what's required under 
new laws passed to prevent evictions. Some have informed tenants that they must produce 
pay stubs and bank statements, showing how the coronavirus has hurt their incomes. Still 
others have told tenants that all back rent is due when the government-declared states of 
emergency end." Some landlords also have tried to convince tenants to pay rent on-line, which 
violates existing statutes. 


The City Council should also amend Ordinance No. 186585 to establish penalties for landlords 
who knowingly violate the provisions of the ordinance in their demands to tenants. A first 
offense should be penalized by a $500 fine, while a second should be a misdemeanor. 
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t FURTHER MOVE that the deadline for a tenant to notify his or her landlord of an intended non¬ 
payment of rent for April 2020 be extended through April 17, 2020, and that the Mayor, the 
Council, tenant organizations and landlord organizations should make every effort to notify the 
public; and 


I FURTHER MOVE that Ordinance No. 186585 be amended to include penalties for landlords 
who violate provisions of the ordinance's regulations regarding repayment of rent and/or the 
establishment of rent repayment agreements amountingoffense and a 
misdemeanor for subsequent offenses. > u

For years, residents of the Ellison Apartments, an apartment complex a block from Venice Beach, have complained 
about the illegal operation of short-term rentals in their building. A 58 unit building built in 1913 and covered by the 
Rent Stabilization Ordinance, the Ellison, located at 15 Paloma Avenue was onee home to scores of Venetians. 
Today, residents claim a mere dozen long-term tenants remain, with the majority of units being rented out on a 
frequent and short-term basis, often by crowds of young, disruptive partiers. 

In recent weeks, as Los Angeles businesses have shut down, as hotels have seen a dramatic loss in their business, 
and as Los Angeles residents have dutifully compiled with “Safer at Home'" orders, the Ellison has continued 
booking rooms on a short-term basis, cutting rates to attract tourists and even young local partiers. Many of the 
short-term renters continue to socialize day and night, disregarding social distancing requirements, and causing 
elderly and siek longtime residents to fear for their health and for potential exposure to COVID-19. The continued 
rental of RSO units for short term stays is creating a nuisance and is impairing the health and safety of the residents 
of the Ellison. 

Even before the Coronavirus crisis hit the city has found the Ellision to be non-compliant with and in violation of 
the city’s Home Sharing Ordinance, but has not yet issued Administrative Code Enforcement (ACE) citations. 

Last month, the Office of the City Attorney filed suit against the owner of the Ellison Apartments, accusing them of 
operating an illegal hotel and trying to push out longtime tenants so that more rooms ean be rented to night-to-night 
guests who book rooms online. A preliminary injunction hearing on the matter has been set for May 7. 

Residents of the Ellison continue to complain about the ehronie lack of enforcement of city rules, and contend that 
the City is failing to protect them against harassment and significant threats to public health. In light of the current 
COVID-19 public health emergency, the threat to the health and safety of the long term residents of the Ellison is 
imminent and ongoing, would lead to adverse and irrevocable harm, and demands immediate relief. 

Los Angeles Housing and Community Investment Department 
I THEREFORE that the City Council instruct the Of fi ce or tnc Guy Attorney to immediately begin issuing 
Administrative Code Enforcement (ACE) citations for violations at the property. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the City Council instruct the Office of the City Attorney to immediately apply ex parte to 
the court for emergency relief and to seek imposition of an immediate temporaty injunction, preventing further 
short-term rental bookings at the property.
